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A tablet comprising at least two distinct segments, one 
segment of which comprises as active ingredient 
predominantly efleterizine and a second segment of which 
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pseudoephedrine, said segments being composed and formed in 
such a way that the resulting tablet is substantially free 
of impurities formed by reaction of efletirizine with 
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comprises less than 5% by wheight, relative to the total 
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A tablet comprising at least two distinct segments, one 
segment of which comprises as active Ingredient 
predominantly efleterizine and a second segment of which 
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pseudoephedrine, said segments being composed and formed in 
such a way that the pharmacokinetic profiles of the 
efletirizine and pseudoephedrine are substantially the same 
as in a dosage form containing each as sole active 
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
